18—The biggest 
iegt show in tbe world is in Connecti- 
cut, the state of P. T. Barnum. Uncle 
Sam is the promoter of the show, and 
his. printing bills in advertising it arc 
almost as big as were Barnum'-s in his 
day.* The tents cover'more than 70u

t acres .of ground and within, mem are 
wntained the largest specimens of Su- 
matra and Cuban weather in captivity 
in this country. 


For a hundred years or more Con-» 


necticut has been growing tobacco! 
and so closely has the industry been 
identified with the life of the agricul- 
tural section of the stave that the 
wives and daughters of the farmers, 
it is whispered, even wear ''Connecti- 
cut wrappers" during the day. 


-The "scientific fellers" in the agR- 


cultural department* at,WasMngton. 
however, figured out to their own sat- 
isfaction that although Connecticut to- 
bacco was pretty "good, it was aot as 
good as" it ought to be'since other pans 
of the world, where- the soil and cli- 
mate were almost identical, were grow- 
ing a superior product. So tbe gov- 
ernment sent a colony of experts to 
Connecticut' to solve the question of 
making Connecticut tobacco-as good 
as Sumatra tobacco. They made a 
survey of the tobacco district and later 
leased - several experimental 
planta- 


tions on which they grew tobacco In 
the way they thought, it ought to bo 
done. This tobacco was a trifle better 
than, the average in the district, but 
nc 
4- ^-'rm~h' to impress the Yankee 


faime.s wlic had been growing tcbac- 
co all their lives, anrl who thought they 
knew about all there was to know on 
the subject. 
: 


In the spring of 1900 the department 


grew a small area of Sumatra tobac- 
co under a tent "of cheescloth, and the 
results were so successful that some of 
the more enterprising growers trleJ It 
themselves the next year. They found 
"i paid better to cultivate the "shade- 
grown" Sumatra than to continue 
growing Connecticut-Havana seed on 
the outside. 


Vast amounts of money were invest- 


ed in covering the fields with cheese- 
cloth tents, supported by a franieworK 
of wood and wire. Some of the tents 
cover over 50 acres of ground^ 
The 


cheesecloth, which is made esj^cially 
coarse and strong, has the quality or 
letting in warmth and moisture and 
not letting it out again, s:o that ihe air 
In the tents is much like that in a 
hothouse. The success of the shade- 
grown tobacco ventures is evidenced 
by the fact that m?ny of the owners 
of plantations now ride through their 
tents on inspection tours in their own 
automobiles.
